Claims 13-18 are dependent upon one of the preceding 
claims and thus likewise fail to satisfy the PCT 
requirements with respect to clarity (PCT Article 6) .

Reference is made to the following document: 
Dl: US-A-4 773 824 (KISS STEFAN) 27 September 1988 
(1988-09-27) 

Document Dl is considered the prior art closest to the 
subject matter of claim 1. It discloses (the references in 
parentheses are to Dl) : 

a wind power installation with at least one rotor blade 
that is attached to a rotor hub and with a hub covering. 

The subject matter of claim 1 thus differs from the known 
wind power installation in that part of the rotor blade is 
formed on the outside of the hub covering, this rotor part 
being permanently attached but not an integral component 
of the rotor blade of the wind power installation. 

Therefore, the subject matter of claim 1 is novel (PCT 
Article 33 (2) ) . 

The problem to be solved by the present invention can thus 
be seen as that of improving the efficiency of the rotor 
blades and of reducing strain on the wind power 

I installation as a whole.

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The solution to this problem as proposed in claim 1 of the 
present application involves an inventive step (PCT 
Article 33(3)) for the following reasons: 

operating at the same capacity and using the rotor blade 
design according to the invention or the design for the 
entire wind power installation according to the invention, 
it is possible to reduce the number of revolutions and 
thus to reduce strain on the structure. 

Claims 2-9 are dependent upon claim 1 and thus likewise 
satisfy the PCT requirements with respect to novelty and 
inventive step. 

Claims 1-9 satisfy the PCT requirements with respect to 
industrial applicability (PCT Article 33(4)). 
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
